The above pictures illustrate the cooperation of our state 
of Indiana, Purdue University and the United States 
Department of Agriculture in working with the Judson 
Nurseries in the closely supervised, stop-watch controlled 
method of hot water treatment of our planting stock of 
strawberry plants. This process was developed to rid 
plants of nematodes. Prior to planting, our fields are 
carefully prepared and fumigated so that as far as is 
scientifically possible we are able to ship plants free of 
nematodes.
